N orth V ietn am ese troops an d tan ks early today ov erran the 
gov ern m en t’s arm or school at Lon g T h an h , 21 miles east ol 
Saigon , m ilitary sou rces said. 
T h e C om m u n ists also attacked the adjacen t in fan try school 
hou sin g 1,5 00 cadets, hu t that assau lt was repu lsed at dawn , 
the sou rces said. 
T h e lightin g at l>on g T h a n h closed Highway 15 , the main 
road lin k trom Saigon to the jsirt of Vu n g T a u , 40 miles 
sou theast of Saigon . Vu n g T a u is the on ly rem ain in g major |s» rt 
still in gov ern men t han ds. 
Du rin g American in v olv emen t in Vietn am, l/m g T h an h was 
kn own as " B e arc a t." It was the major |sist lor T hai troops 
station ed here an d also an American helicopter base. 
M ilitary sou rces said gov ern men t com m an ders ordered rein ­ 
forcemen ts sen t to the U>n g T h a n h sector Irom Bien Hoa, 14 
miles n ortheast ol Saigon , headqu arters ol the gov ern m en t’s 
Military Region 111. 


In the rocket attacks, in addition to blastin g the M ajestic 
hotel, a missile hit the citv ’s m ain market an d a third cratered 
a street a mile from the hotel. 
T here has lieen a lu ll in fightin g for the past fiv e day s, 
apparen tly liecau se the C om m u n ists are awaitin g the ou tcom e 
of S ou th V ietn am ese political dev elopm en ts an d a possible 
start in |H*ace talks. 
T h e shellin g cam e ju st hou rs In dore the N ation al Assembly 
was to hold a sjiecial session to discu ss a possible su ccessor to 
Presiden t T ran Van Hu on g in an attem pt to n egotiate an en d 
to the war.

T h e rockets, an u n sophisticated wea|M» n that can be lired 
from crossed bam boo jsiles, are often u sed lor in tim idation 
rather th an destru ction .

projerts and programs. I)espite an apparent reluctance on the 
part of some county leaders to support the measure, and what 
appears to be considerable opposition among a very vocal 
segment of the county’* elderly community, Gorman an- 
nounced Friday that he will introduce legislation calling for the 
establishment of a hical OFA. 
Much of the opposition to an OKA has come from the I Ister 
County Senior Citizen Alliance, Inc. which, according to 
Gorman, represents about 6,000 of I Ister County s 30,060 
senior citizens 
“ The alliance is very capable and has done a laudable job. 
said Gorman Friday, “ but there is a need for more expertise 
The 20,000 senior citizens who are not included m the alliance 
are the ones that we want to help 
“ The senior citizen clubs in I'Ister County are doing a very 
valuable job," added Hinchey, “ but their active full-time 
membership is less than five percent of the total senior citizen 
population in Ulster County. An Office for the Aging would 
reach out to the aged in the rural areas.” 


Fire Destroys Building 


According to Hinchey, a local OFA would provide a full-time 
staff and exjieriise in handling funds and planning lor nutri­ 
tional, educational and recreational programs. Under Title HI 
of the Older Americans Act. Ulster County would be eligible 
for over $72,*500 in federal funds to administer the program, 
with an additional 10 [wrcent of that amount provided on the 
heal level. 
legislator Carry Kit he art 
(D-Cityfi who also attended 
Friday’s press conference, noted that Ulster County currently 
appropriates some $11,000 for mentor citizens programs. He said 
that, with an OFA, the county would actually be expected to 
pay less than it is paying now. but that smaller appropriation 
would attract more money from the federal level. 
Of that $72,500 federal total, no more than 15 percent could 
lie used for administrative purposes, a total of some $10,800, 
fiorman conceded that it might be difficult to staff a full-time 
professional office on that amount of money, and suggested that 
the county might fie willing to grant extra funds for adminis­ 
trative purposes.

"And here’s to you, Mr. Robinson." 
Coining from Robert C. (Bob) .Johnson, that farwell directed 
at the now departed Ronald (Ron) Robinson, president of 
Project S C O RE on West Strand, might fie taken as something 
of a taunt. 
The tact that it isn’t might say something about Robinson 
and .Johnson in particular and the future of West Strand in 
general. 
That -Johnson and Robinson were often bitterly at odds as 
to what they thought was best for West Strand 
-Johnson 
favored "commercial development" while Robinson favored 
"community development" 
was no secret along the Strand 
which often echoed to loud shouting matches between the i w o , 
when they were speaking to each other. 
But, Robinson is gone now, transferred by the company he 
works for (A T & T ) to Houston. Texas and .Johnson takes a 
different view. 
"Despite our problems, he’s lieen a great asset to the 
neighborhood," -Johnson said. “ He's a radical and a man of his 
own thoughts but it’s the radicals that make the world turn. 
He's a man of his word. We re going to miss him." 
Robinson, for his part, may not be president of the Bob 
•Johnson fan club, but there's no question he left town with a 
somewhat different |x>int of view. " I think that all development 
is good down there," he said, adding, "See. I'm getting to be 
a |>olitician, t<*o." 
"I sup|>ort all development down there." Robinson con­ 
tinued. " a s long as its for the benefit of the people. On 
.Johnson's plans to open Cate Downtown in -June being a 
"benefit to the people?" Robinson said. "1 hojH* so." 
Robinson, an outspoken critic, on occasion, of a number of 
city agencies and instiutions. in and out of government, during 
the four years he headed Project SC O RE, apparently decided 
to leave town on a "purely jx»sitive note." 


Robinson began by extending hi public thanks to a host of 
agencies and organizations that had helped SC O RE, including 
the city government. Friends of Historic Kingston, the New 
York State Council on the Arts, the New \ork State Council 
on Architecture, the State Historic Trust, The State Cniersity 
College at New Paltz, Ulster County Community College, 
Rot run, his employer, local ministers, Smith Parish roofing 
company. 


Robinson sees many of S C O RE ’s "accomplishments 
in 
terms other than concrete although he says the organization 
used the *10.000 it raised to put a new root on two of the three 
buildings it owns on the Strand and tor general cleanup 
opera! ions. 


"W e left the community with a tool which it can use to solve 
it- own problems," he said. "W e brought hope from despair 
We showed there can be hope through hard work."

Alt hough Robinson expressed optimism lor t he future of what

with the acrid odor of overflow­ 
ing toilets that had permeated 
the air of the underground 
bunker for days. 
H itle r and E va Braun 
slumped on a couch against 
the far wall. 
At about 4 p.m. on Monday, 
April 30, 1945, with his dream 
of conquest shattered and a 
Russian spearhead less than 
350 yards away, the dictator 
had taken his own life. To 
make sure he would not fall 
into the enemy’s hands alive, 
he had bitten a cyanide tablet 
and shot himself at the same 
instant. 
Eva Braun had tried to go 
the same way. But her poison 
pill acted too quickly. Her tiny 
pistol fell from her hands 
before she could pull the trig­ 
ger. 
Bormann and others lifted 
the bodies off the couch and 
carried them up several flights 
of stairs 
into the 
garden, 
doused them with gasoline and 
set them afire. 
Toward midnight four SS 
men shoveled the charred re 
mains onto a strip of canvas, 
looked in vain for a flag to 
cover it, and finally simply 
rolled it up and buried it. 
A day or so later, the Rus­ 
sians dug up the remains and 
removed 
them 
for 
study. 
Moscow refuses to reveal their 
final disposition. 


Thirty 
years 
later 
gTeen 
grass and a few trees waving 
gently in the breeze cover the 
site of Hitler’s Chancellory 
and the air raid bunker below 
it. No sign or other memorial 
marks the place from which 
the dictator ruled Germany for 
12 years and, driven below 
ground, made his last stand.

Sym bolically, the Com­ 
munist wall marking the polit­ 
ical division runs along one 
side of the garden covering the 
dictator’s bunker. The bunker 
is on the Communist side. 


O fficially, no one com­ 
memorates Hitler’s death. * 
In East Germany, the Com­ 
munist regime instead cele­ 
brates what it describes as 
liberation by the Soviet armed 
forces. 
In West Germany, the gov­ 
ernment memorializes neither 
Hitler’s death nor the final 
capitulation a week later. To 
avoid hurting the feelings of 
now allied West Germans, the 
American, British and French 
troops stationed there also do 
not celebrate either occasion. 
Hitler’s policital movement 
died with him. 
Various attempts to form po­ 
litical parties subscribing to

theories 
in 
West 
Germany in the last 30 years 
all have failed, 


Adolf von Thadden’s Na­ 
tional Democratic Party of 
Germany had the most suc­ 
cess. In 1967 and 1968 it won 
up to 8 percent of the popular 
vote in several state elections. 
But it never managed to cap­ 
ture even one seat in the feder­ 
al parliament, and has since 
lost all of its state legislative 
seats. Von Thadden has 
withdrawn from politics to

The Communists never have 


permitted a neo-Nazi party to 
operate in East Germany.

“ Because H itle r could 
spread no suggestive picture of 
a future world state of affairs, 
no hope, no encouraging goal, 
no thought survived him. Not 
even a word or a memorable 
phrase did this great dema 
gogue leave behind, just as no 
structure survived this man 
who wanted to be known as the 
greatest builder of all time.''

B E R L IN (UPI) — Only one ghost of Adolf 
Hitler’s inner circle — Rudolf Hess — remains 
to haunt the 30th anniversary April 30 of the 
German Fuehrer’s suicide. 


Hess is the last of the top Nazis to remain in 
prison for war crimes, and only recently the 
West German government said the chances of 
freeing him after 34 years of confinement were 
“ hardly encouraging." He was 81 on Saturday. 


A parliamentary deputy in Bonn had asked 
the government whether it supported the re­ 
lease of Adolf Hitler's former right-hand-man. 
"Yes. For humanitarian reasons," was the 
reply. 


Hess, the dedicated brownshirt who preached 
“ blind obedience" to Hitler, left the Third 
Reich in 1941. He hasn’t known liberty since. 
It was a clear night on Saturday, May 10, 
1941 when a British radar operator detected 
Hess’ Messerschmitt, specially converted for 
long distances, over the east coast of Scotland. 


Not long after 10 p.m. Hess’ plane crashed 
and he bailed out, sustaining a minor ankle 
injury. 


Hess told his British captors from a hospital 
bunk in Glasgow that he was on a peace 


mission. “ Der Fuehrer," he said, had sent him 
to present Nazi Germany’s conditions. 
Within 36 hours Nazi radio stations broadcast 
that Hess had gone mad. 
Years later at Nuremberg, Hess was sen­ 
tenced to confinement “ until the end of his 
natural life” for war crimes. He is incarcerated 
in Spandau Prison, where for nine years he has 
been the only prisoner. 
“ He gets three meals a day. They’re not 
exactly gourmet dinners but they’re pretty 
good,” one American official familiar with 
Hess’ habits said. 


Even if he were allowed it, Hess would not 
drink alcohol, the official said. 
“ He’s pretty sensitive about his diet. He’s got 
stomach problems," be said. 
“ He writes letters to his family and he keeps 
some sort of diary of daily events. 
Under the terms of his sentence, Hess is not 
allowed to write for publication. Some of his 
letters have been published but no further 
publication is planned now. 
The most recent photograph, taken a couple 
of years ago by a photo-reporter lucky enough 
to catch him walking through prison grounds, 
is so blurred that only Hess' receding hairline 
can be seen clearly.

Before the penny-pinching carping of some per­ 
ennial critics begins, the Freeman would express 
approval of the plan to renovate the old county jail 
building into a modern courthouse complex. Over­ 
crowded conditions, lack of conference rooms, in­ 
adequate facilities for jurors have long been the 
complaint of lawyers, judges and laymen alike. A 
visit to the present courthouse is a visit to inconve­ 
nience and lack of privacy. 
Under the plans revealed by County Legislator 
Robert Kuhlmann, chairman of the building com­ 
mittee. the new complex will be housed in the stone 
shell of the old county jail, and with proper 
renovation will house five court rooms, conference 
rooms for attorneys and their clients, a modern law 
library and adequate space for juries to deliberate. 
Coupies with this are plans to also renovate parts 
o! the old courthouse, including conversion ot space 
lor holding rooms tor prisoners and vault and 
storage facilities. 
The plans have received solid support from the 
I Ister County Bar Association and judges who have 
long suffered under cramped conditions. Bids tor 
the project will be let in early tall, and estimates 
ot cost are under the $1 million mark. Funds tor the 
project will he provided by federal revenue sharing, 
so the bite on Ulster County taxpayers will be nil.

H a n a n Z a u be r m a n , 
head of the Op hthalmolog y 
Dep artment of the Hadassah- 
Hebrew Univ ersity Hosp ital in 
Jeru salem, has dev elop ed a 
rev olu tionary new ty p e of op ­ 
eration to rep air detached reti­ 
nas 
a p rocedu re which p re­ 
serv ed the sig ht of p atients 
whose cases were hitherto re­ 
g arded as hoj>elp ss. His techni­ 
qu e in v o lv ed jo in in g th e 
loosened p art of the retina 
hack to the u nderly ing tissu e 
by means of a p lastic p lu g , 
instead of u sing the long -es­ 
tablished method of fu sing by 
scarring . 
Professor Zau herman's new 
op eration for retinal detach­ 
ment is an ex amp le of how 
imp rov ed clinical techniqu es 
can 
ev olv e 
from 
basic 
re­ 
search. Three y ears ag o, he 
beg an to qu estion the conv en­ 
tional wisdom abou t retinal 
detachment, one of the major 
afflictions of the ey e, and one 
that most often leads to blind­ 
ness. The retina is the in­ 
nermost and most imp ortant 
lay er of the ey e, the org an 
where lig ht is p rocessed into 
v ision. Its detachment from 
the u nderly ing tissu es is a m a­ 
jor p roblem of op hthalmolog y . 
Mu ch 
research went 
into 
this method. For his tests Dr. 
Zau berman had to assemble a 
comp licated instru ment. Ex - 
lieriments with his adap ted 
aj>|>aratu s conv inced him that 
th e c o n v e n tio n a l scarrin g 
methods 
did 
not, 
in 
fact, 
s t r e n g t h e n 
t h e 
r e t i n a l 
adhesion. So he ev olv ed an 
alternativ e method — joining 
the torn p art of the retina back

T he silicone serv es both as a 
p lu g and a bu ckle, binding the 
retina to the tissu e ju st like a 
belt bu ckle and filling the area 
into which the v itreou s flu id 
had jjenetrated. The retina is 
left larg ely u ndamag ed by the 
u se of this techniqu e. As a side 
benefit, the long p eriod of im ­ 
mobilization once needed to 
enable the scars to settle and 
form, can now he disp ensed 
with. 
Ov er a p eriod of two y ears, 
Dr. Zau berman has u sed his 
new techniqu e on 37 p atients. 
Twelv e of these hav e been re­ 
ferred to him from other hosp i­ 
tals becau se the p rog nosis for 
them

three eases, reattachm ent had 
been attem p ted p rev iou sly by 
m e a n s of di a t h e r m y or 
cry otherap y hu t had p rov ed 
u nsu ccessfu l. 
In >30 cases, the1 follow-u p so 
far shows that the op erations 
hav e been su ccessfu l. Bu t Pro­ 
fessor Zau berman adds a cau ­ 
tionary word: Althou g h his re­ 
su lts show a hig h deg ree of 
su ccess for Israel, he wou ld 
like to hav e his theories and 
techniqu es checked by other 
op hthalmolog ists on a g reater 
nu mber of jjatients. A larg e 
center in the United States is 
try ing his new bu ckling meth­ 
ods on 200 cases. So far, lou r 
o|>erations hav e been done, all 
su ccessfu l.

(Missouri Synod, Minnesota South District Office) that 
there is no stipulation in its religion that a person must be 
baptized before he can be married in the Lutheran ( hurch. 
The Baptist Association Headquarters informs me that 


there are no restrictions at all in the Baptist religion 
regarding a person being baptized in order for him to get 
married in the Baptist Church. 
And Father Kevin of the Catholic Basilica St. Mary said 


that a person must be* baptized (in a Christian faith) in order 
for the marriage to be considered a Christian marriage. 
When a Catholi$ wants to marry someone from a non- 
Christian religion, a Moslem, for example, the Catholic 
Church performs a marriage that is considered “ quasi- 
sacramental," i.e., it is not a sacrament, although the 
Catholic Church recognizes it as a valid marriage. But it 
is not considered a Christian marriage because one of the 
partners is not a Christian.

Moles 


One of the most annoying animals to invade the lawn* and 
flower garden is the mole The following information ma\ help 
to understand the habits of this yard pest a little better. 
Moles belong to the insect-eating group of mammals and arc 
highly specialised for their life beneath the soil. They are 
sometimes Confused with field mice or shrews hut can he easily 
identified by their greatly enlarged forefeet modified tor 
digging Adults are from 5 to 8 inches long and have very small 
concealed eye* and ears with short, thick, dark, soft, velvety 
gray fur that is smooth it brushed either way The two species 
commonly encountered in New York State are the common 
mole, Sealopus Atjuaticus and th« star-nosed mole, Condylura 
cristate. The star-nosed mole has 22 pink finger-like projections 
around its nose which readily identifies it from the common 
mole whose nose is more pointed like a pick. 
Moles seldom venture above ground and spend most of their 
lives within their extensive systems ot underground tunnels 
where a circular ne*t chamber is excavated and lined with 
leaves and grass. A single litter averaging four young is 
produced in late April or early May Young moles leave the nest 
in four to five weeks.

Moles are difficult to control because ot their subterranean 
hhit* They can he controlled most successfully through the iw 
of special mole traps designed to overcome the difficulties o 
trapping them within their tunnels, These traps, of which then 
are several types, may l»e purchased from hardware d e a le r s 
Before setting mole traps it is necessary to locate tunnels that 
are in current use. The common mole digs a network, of deep 
tunnels as well as a network ot surface burrows and, while tin 
deep tunnels are in more or less |iermanent use. some of the 
surface tunnels are only temporary structures dug by the mole 
in search of food and perhaps used only once Surface tunnels 
of the common mole may he readily identified bv (he ridge of 


soil above them. Active surface tunnels may 1m* located by 
pushing down the surface ridges on a number ot tunnel- and 
noting which ones are repaired within a day or two. Deejjer 
tunnels can he located by pushing a pointed rod or stick into 
the ground and noting the change in resistance when the rod 
breaks into a tunnel. These art» the places to set mole traps 
The star-nosed mole does not leave a soil ridge above its 
underground runs as does the common mole. Where star-nosed 
moles tunnels come to the surface, they leave a mound of soil. 
It is necessary to dig around these mounds a little t 
locate a 
tunnel Itefore the trap can be set in place. Fite trap should he 
set in a straight section of tunnel and the harpoon worked up 
and down several times to be certain that nothing is in (he soil 
to impede its function. 
Snap hack mouse traps mav a is« 1m used to catch molts The 
traps are placed with the trigger at right angles to the tunnel 
alter excavating down to the tunnel floor. It is not nett— arv 
to bait the trap as the mole should he caught when attempting 
to clear the trap from the tunnel. After setting, the hole should 
he covered with something -uch as a hoard or box to exclude 
light. 
Grassy area.- such as lawns and golf greens may be treated 
with insecticide* to reduce insects uui other mole 1« ><i sources 
When food is no longer plentiful, the moles will go elsewhere 
The insecticide chlordane mav he applied tor turf insect control 
only. Chlordane should not he used in a garden situation

insecticide Diazinon may he used in area.- where chlordane 
resistant grub* are found.

That was the first run in the history of the National 
League and, although the A s lost to Boston. 6-5, fesler really 
started something. 
Ninety years later, the baseball world is anxiously awaiting 
a milestone when some player in the National or American 
League will make baseball history by scoring the 1 ,(KH),(KH) run. 
It took nearly a century to reach this mark because, even 
though they’ve been playing baseball in the National League 
nearly that long, the American League (or junior circuit), as 
it was called up to only a few years ago, was not founded until 
25 years later in 1901. 
Stan Musial. chairman of the Tootsie Roll 1,(KK).(HH)th Run 
Contest, now under way in the country, figures the lowly run 
(usually not the most popular statistic,) has come into its own. 
Mark Sackler. a baseball fan from Westport, Conn.. acciden­ 
tally discovered with his mini-calculator that the l.ooo.oouih 
run was nearly upon us. At the start ol this season, the grand 
total was 997.869 — just 2.115 shy ol the magic number. And 
number 1 .(HH).(HH) should he coming up on or about May 
depending on meteorological factors and whether the pitchers 
are ahead of the hatters, etc. 
Meanwhile, thousands of kids from 8 to 80 across the countr> 
are filling out entry blanks like mad. trying to win the one 
million pennies first prize. 
Some player, unknown at the moment, will achieve a certain 
degree ol immortality, a> well as a slew ot awards when he 
scores the eventful run. 
The official opening ol Major League Baseball s "( ontrol 
Center for the Countdown to the Millionth Run 
at 7.)

continent in a td-year career. 
There is little of the con associated with a lot of peo|>le in 
boxing in Joe (Iarfield. He deserved a chance in Kingston. 


It Garfield's future in Kingston cannot be written off as 
ho|K*less. there are several bases the grandfather figure of 
boxing must touch before he brings his second card to Kingston, 
probably within a month 
The first card was poorly promoted and advertised. Kingston 
fans were denied a shot at choice ringside seat locations. As 
we understand it. these had been shipped off to Poughkeepsie 
and Amsterdam as soon as they were printed.

U C SA 
places 
heavy 
em­ 
phasis on education and safe­ 
ty. according to Greg Rabuffo, 
a certified S C U B A instructor. 
"Safety and instruction are 
one and the same to IIS C A ,” 
he adds. "W e practice what we 
preach.” He means it, too. 
The Ulster organization is 


built on the principle of com­ 
petent, thorough instruction. 
It’s only with good instruction 
that the young novice diver is 
going to like and really enjoy 
SU U BA . It’s the same princi­ 


ple behind making a safe, com 
fortable swimmer who really 
has fun in the water. 
"And what people have fun

. . Film Star Opts for Movie Scripting

She grew up in England only three miles from the British 
equivalent of Hurley, where Oliver Cromwell once slept. 
He haunted Kingston moviehouses in his youth; dream ed of 
being an actor; put in two seasons at the Woodstock Playhouse 
before W arner Brothers beckoned with a Hollywood contract; 
established himself as one of tilm dom's most attractive young 
leading men in such movie* as "D estination 1 okyo, 
Holly­ 
wood C an teen." and Cinderfella," in which he starred with 
good friend Jerry la*wis. 
She never missed a B ette Davis film as a young girl; studied 
every facet of the theatre from voice t«> dancing to acrobatics; 
t«H>k to the stage as an actress in mostly Restoration and 
classical dram as; decided 
after marrying him 
that one actor 
in the family was enough . . . and began teaching c h ild ren s 
theatre. 
He is actor Robert H utton, whose life-long Kingston friends 
still call him Bruce W innie, whose Hollywood career spanned 
war movies and comedies; who has been living in E ngland and 
acting in foreign films tor the last 12 years; who has ignored 
author T hom as Wolfe's admonition that ’ \ o u ( an t (to Horn»* 
Again" and returned to a beautiful, old farm on 1 h«* Sawkill 
Road to find himself, once again, only thr»*e miles from Hurley.

She is his wife, Rosemary, who. followed him from film 
locution to film location for almost five years; is more than 
slightly enthusiastic about the quieter pace of of life since their 
arrival here some m onths ago; spends most of her waking hours 
scripting screenplays with her husband; contributes no small 
am ount of spare tim e to the Ulster Youth T heater as production 
coordinator; finds herself once again only three short miles from 
Hurley, which is “ very similar in atm osphere." she says, to its 
British counterpart. 
In the more relaxed lifestyle they now lead, the ebullient 
H uttons are finding tim e to become enm eshed in local history 
"I was unaw are of Ulster County’s history all the years 1 lived 
here,” adm its Bob. “ I never saw the Houses of Parliam ent or 
W estm inster bbey until Bob took m e," says Rosemary. Today, 
a stunning lightbox dom inates their living room. Several feet 
long and painstakingly constructed by hand by both of them 
working together, it is a m iniature duplication of Ulster 
C ounty's Village of Hurley; took three m onths to make. 
But the H uttons work together more than most couples. "W e 
were together 24 hours a day," says Rosemary, “ writing 
together, writing screenplays." A feature movie they scripted 
was produced in England last year, released under the title of 
"P ersecution," and starred Lana T u rn er and Irevor Howard, 
not her screenplay on which they collaborated is now in 
Hollywood; has an excellent chance of becoming a television 
"M ovie of the W eek." 
While Robert H utton has no intention of giving up acting 
now. he eventually hopes that movie scripting will become the 
"one anil only thing 
in his life. R»*alistically. however, he and 
Rosemary agree that original stories and screenplays are "tough 
to sell,” since most producers "think it s less of a risk to buy 
best seller books," and since most story editors have their own 
stable of writers. Even so. Bob (who eventually cam e to realize 
he had "been away long enough") and Rosemary (who is now 
totally used to American living) will continue their writing 
for, in the old Roach farm on the Sawkill. they have found that 
"quiet place” sought by all writers. 
"T o have something of my very own to do. since we were 
together so m uch,” Rosemary, who started a d ram a departm ent 
in a children’s school in her native England, is now deeply 
' involved in the Ulster Youth Theater. She finds youngsters here 
"very adult to talk to,” and "far less formal" than English 
children. And she thinks theatre should be em phasized in the 
schools; that "d ram a is very necessary tor all children. 
"T eachers would find it easier to teach Shakespeare," she's 
convinced, "if instead of making students read his pfcys, they 
allowed them to act them . It would be a marvelous way for 
children to learn history through the costumes and speech 
patterns of the period. D ram a teaches youngsters to have 
confidence in the way they sound and the way they U .k and. 
later in life, that visual and audial confidence can make a good 
impression in looking for a job . . . and also help them on every 
other level of life.’

Says Bob, who has w atched Y outh T h eate r <asts 
rehearse without any scenery whatsoever; tell a little girl she's 
behind a bush and, even though there's no bush there, she IS 
behind a b ush ." Adds Rosemary: "A dult actors working 
w ithout scenery must have chalk m arks on the floor to indicate 
furniture, but tell a child th e re ’s a table here or a chair there 
—and he wouldn't walk through them , chalk m arks or not." 
Children are also the best audiences, in her opinion. "'They 
have such im agination. It’s so easy to w rap them up in 
som ething; make them forget everything around th e m ."

“ You C a n ’t Go Home Again," wrote T h o m as Wolfe, but actor 
Robert H utton (who \«is once slated to play novelist Wolf«* in 
a movie th at was never m ade) has indeed come home again 
is glad he did. And if th e boyish youthfulness and strm gbean 
physique that endeared him to moviegoers in “ H o lly w o o d 
C an teen " and "D estination Tokyo" has m atu red into a more 
m asculine handsom eness, so, too, have all those leading ladies 
been replaced by Rosemary, w ho’s as m uch "a t hom e" in the 
Colonies as she was under the Crown.
